Public Works Administration has 


tentatively agreed to a grant of 


$242,000 and a loan of $758,700 to 
the City of St. Louis for the com- 
pletion of approaches to Municipal 
Bridge. 

Details of the working agreement 
among the city, the Terminal Rail- 


road and the PWA were worked out 
ata conference here today attended 
by Associate City Counselor Way- 
man of St. Louis, Thomas M. Pierce, 
counsel for the Terminal Railroad, 
and Lloyd Landau, legal adviser of 
PWA. 

“It is expected that the final 
agreement will be drawn up next 
week,” Landau said at the conclu- 
sion of the conference, “although, 
of course, we cannot give absolute 
assurance that the project will go 
through until it is in final form.” 

As now decided on, the plan calls 
merely for an agreement between 
the city and the PWA to turn over 
a certain proportion of the revenue 
to be realized from the railroad as 


-a result of the construction of the 


approaches. No bond issue is in- 
volved, Landau said. 

“We have been working on this 
intensively for some time,” Way- 
man said. “We have pushed it as 
hard .as possible and have had fine 
co-operation from the Public Works 
Administration here.” City Coun- 
selor Charles M. Hay and Wayman 
have made several trips to Wash- 
ington in connection with the 
project. 

Negotiations have been on for 
nearly a year and a half to obtain 
Government funds for the bridge 
approaches. The proposal was first 
put up to the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation and Chairman 
Jesse Jones had approved a loan to 
St. Louis for the whole amount 
when Congress passed the Public 
Works bill, which made a grant, 
with a consequent saving to the city 
of 30 per cent, possible. 

Considerable delay was encoun- 
tered in putting the project through 
the State organization of the PWA 
in Missouri. It was finally. trans- 
ferred to the PWA office in Wash- 
ington and its progress, according 
t» Wayman and Pierce, greatly ex- 
pedited.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 16.—Hugh 
S. Johnson, former administrator of 
NRA, believes a blanket cut of the 
work week to 30 hours would bring 
“a depression that'll turn your hair 
gray.” 

He contends that any relief for 
unemployment through work week 
slashes is “limited.” As for taking 
care of the jobless, the General 
says: 

“There are many ways to disguise 
the dole, but they are all too ex- 
pensive in administration. The 
cheapest way to keep people alive 
is direct cash—paying people money 
to buy stuff to eat.” 

He made these observations yes- 
terday in a chat with the press at 
Walter Reed Hospital. 

Johnson explained that what he 
said was “just my private opinion 
and as a private citizen now I can 
express it.” 

One reason Johnson questioned 
the effectiveness of the statutory 
30-hour work week demanded by 
the American Federation of Labor 
was its constitutionality. He fore- 
saw an industry-by-industry effort 
of the new recovery board to se- 
cure work-week cuts, but doubted 
the result. 

“I don’t believe a work week re- 
duction by statute will stick in a 
Supreme Court test,” Johnson said. 

“The reduction of hours, except 
in some industries, is not economic- 
ally sound and a statute wouldn't 
make it so. 

“Most of the unemployment is in 
the heavy goods industries and 
their trouble is they have no busi- 
ness. A good many of them are 
operating at 20 per cent of capacity 
and if you cut down the hours you 
will have a grotesque result. 

Sluggish Re-Investment. 

“The cause of the trouble in the 
heavy industries is the sluggish re- 
investment of money. 

“You can’t reduce the work hours 
unless the industries will agree. In- 
dustries should absorb their 1929 
percentage of workers—that was 
the basis of NRA. The consumer, 
retail. and distribution industries 
|are just about doing that now. In 
some of these the employment is 
above 1929. 

“Cutting the work week to 30 
hours would increase costs to the 
consumer 33 1-3 per cent. If you 


stagnate consumption and get a de- 
pression that’ll make your hair turn 
gray.” : 
To prove his argument, Johson 
pointed to the cotton textile indus- 
try whose costs, he said, were in- 
creased 100 per cent through NRA, 
processing tax and other facotrs. He 
said this increase stagnated con- 
sumption in that industry so that 
it never has recovered. 

Thinks Farmers Would Howl. 

“In my opinion the benefit to em- 
ployment through a work-week cut 
is limited. As I understand what 
this NRA board will do, industries 
wilyl be called in one by one and 
those who can reduce work hours 
will be asked to do it. But I think 
you are leaning on a very weak 
reed for helping unemployment.” 

Recalling that farmers had pro- 
tested against higher prices on ov- 
eralls under the cotton textile code, 
Johnson said that labor demands 
for a 30-hour week, with the high- 
er consumer prices that would re- 
sult, would bring to Congress a 
howkh of protest from agriculture 
and the white collared worker. 

“Higher prices cut consumption,” 
he said. “If you get a price low 
enough you can sell anything.” 

Questioned on best relief rmeth- 
ods, Johnson said: 

“The real thing is direct relief. 
It costs too much to get subsistence 
in the hands of those people who 
are starving.” 


FIRST TRAIN IS @PERATED 
IN MOSCOW'S NEW SUBWAY 


Run Over Two-Mile Stretch of 
Track While 70,000 Workers 
‘Continue on Job. 

By the Associated Press. : 

MOSCOW, Oct. 16—The first 
train to run in the new Moscow 
subway made a successful trial trip 
yesterday over a two-mile stretch 
in the northeast section of the 
city. ' 

Seventy thousand workers, half 

of them women, continued their 
work of excavating and pouring 
cement in a drive to finish the 
eight-mile underground line by next 
January. ; 
The first train had two Russian- 
built cars similar to those cf the 
New York subways, with two do1l- 
ble doors on each side. It traveled 
from Sokolniki Station to Comsomol 
Square, passing through stations 
still in a state of rough cement, 
although they are to be trimmed 
with marble and decorated with 
frescoes when finished. 

The line was first projected in 
1931 and excavation was begun two 
years later. It was planned to take 
some of the burden off overcrowded 
street cars and busses, which are 
inadequate to take care of the 
nearly 4,000,000 inhabitants now 
concentrated here as a result of the 
intense industralization of the capi-

SAYS HAUPTMANN 
EFT NOTE ON CRE 
OF KONAPED BB 


Jersey Prosecutor Makes 
Charge After. Expert 
Identifies Writing in Ran- 
som Demands. 


READ SMISSIVES AT 
EXTRADITION HEARING 


Declares One Is ‘‘Admis- 
sion” by Accused Man 
That He Took Sleeping 
Suit from Baby. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 16.—Albert D. 
Osborn, handwriting expert, testi- 
fied in Bruno Richard Hauptmann’s 
habeas corpus action today that 
with “reasonable certainty” speci- 
mens of Hauptmann’s handwriting 
were identical with that of the ran- 
som notes in the Lindbergh kidnap- 


ing. Hauptmann is fighting extra- 
dition to New Jersey, where he is 
charged with the murder of the 
baby, Charles A. Lindbergh Jr. 

Attorney-General Wilentz of New 
Jersey read extracts from the notes 
to indicate that the writer—alleged 
to have been Hauptmann as Wi- 
lentz pointed out—was in New Jer- 
sey soon after the kidnaping. 

Expert Identified Writing. 

Wilentz gave Osborn the notes, 
protected by transparent’ sheets, 
and motor vehicle applications of 
| Hauptmann, ; 

“Can you state, in your opinion, 
if the same hand which wrote the 
application signatures also wrote 
the ransom notes?” Wilentz asked 
the witness. 

“I can say, with reasonable cer- 
tainty, that the same hand wrote 
them,” Osborn testified. 

Wilentz referred to the original 
ransom note found on the baby’s 
crib the night of the kidnaping, and 
one which contained this question: 
“Why did you ignore our letter 
which we left in your room.” 

Notes Dramatically Read. 

Wilentz dramatically read from 
-the kidnaping notes. From exhibit 
“Re one of the randoi notes. he 
quoted: “Now we will send you 
the sleeping suit from the baby.” 

From a third exhibit, he quoted: 
‘Did you send the little package 
to Mr. Lindbergh? It contains the 
sleeping suit from the baby.” 

The last note, Wilentz contended, 
was an “admission” from Haupt- 
mann that he had taken the sleep- 
ing suit from the Lindbergh baby. 

In testifying that Hauptmann al- 
legedly had written the ransom 
notes, Osborn said he had made a 
comparison of the handwriting in 
these exhibits “B” and “E”, which 
were admitted specimens of Haupt- 
mann’s handwriting. The first note 
contained the original demand for 
ransom. 

Charges Hauptmann Left Note. 

In referring to the note marked 
“fi,” with the quotations “Why did 
you ignore our letter whick we left 
in the room?” Wilentz remarked: 
“The writer of this note—this de- 
fendant, as we allege—left the note 
behind.” 

“These notes, written by Haupt- 
mann, as we have proved,” Wilentz 
said, “are an admission and con- 


that he was in the baby’s room the 
night of the kidnaping.” 

Under cross-examination by At- 
torney Fawcett, Osborn said that 
the writing of more than 100 
writers “suspected” of writing the 
Lindbergh ransom notes were sub- 
mitted to him and his son during 
the last two years. 

“We made oral reports on these 
writings,” Osborn said, “and we dis- 
missed all of them.” 

Osborn was shown the first ran- 
som note found in the Lindbergh 
homé the night of the kidnaping. 
He told Fawcett that he had made 
a report on this note to Col.. H. 
Norman Schwarzkopf, superinten- 
dent of the New Jersey State police, 
a few weeks after the kidnaping. 

Osborn’s Analysis of Notes. 

He said the writing was that of 
a person who learned to write first 
in German. It was written, Osborn 
continued, by a writer who was 
“somewhat illiterate.” The writer 
was one “who wrote what is known 
as the Latin script in an imperfect 
way,’ Osborn continued. 

“T called attention to various ex- 
pressions which would serve to 
identify the writer,” Osborn said. 
“At that time there were no sus- 
pected writers, although later, ‘of 
course, there were many of them.” 

Fawcett asked whether the note 
indicated to Osborn the occupation 
of the writer. 

“I gave no opinion as to the occu- 
pation,” Osborn replied. He ac- 
knowledged there were certain dis- 
guises in the note. There were, he 
said, inconsistencies in the note 
“which is th’ evidence of disguise.” 

Osborn said that the writing, 
summed up, was highly individual.

S. A.” The ‘skinny, 
grinning black boy whom the Mar- 
tin Johnsons left here as tempor- 
ary nurse maid for Toto Tembo, the 
fuzzy baby elephant they sold the 
St. Louis Zoo, indicated his pleasure 
today with a sweeping two-armed 


gesture. 

“Nice place,” he enunciated. 
“New York,” he continued with 
stern contempt, “no good. Too 


much water.” 
The two remarks are all that 
Zoo Director Vierheller has been 
able to elicit from the native boy 
with the wide-brimmed frontier 
model hat and the shapeless, baggy 
khaki pants. Terengosi, able to 
read and write his native Swahili, 
does not attempt abstract discus- 
sions in the small amount of pidgin- 
English at his command. 
Martin Johnson told him Friday 
afternoon, before leaving for Chicago 
and New York, that he was to do 
whatever Bwana Vierheller or the 
Docteri told him, the Docteri being 
R. A. Kammerer, zoo veterinarian. 
So he obeys, and answers their 
questions when he can understand 
with a subservient “Yes, Bwana,” or 
“No, Bwana.” 

Sleeps in Bird House. 
He sleeps on a cot in the office 
of the Bird House and spends his 
spare time fraternizing with the 
animals, writing in his diary, or 
reading from the First Swahili 
Book, a textbook in English and 
Swahili. His wants are few. Food 
is sent over from the Vierheller 
home. Chicken and ice cream are 
particular treats. Vierheller gives 
him cigarettes and keeps his money 
for him. So far he hasn’t wanted 
any money, because people take it 
from him. “Get robbed,” is the way 
he explained, when Vierheller of- 
fered him money yesterday.

SALOON LICENSES 


Excise Commissioner Scul- 


iin Asks to See Man Who 
Made Statement in Di- 
vorce Suit. 


An investigation of the assegtion 
made in a divorce suit, that brew- 
eries had furnished the money for 
licenses for two saloons and that 
one of them held a mortgage on fix- 
tures in one of the saloons, has been 


ptarted by Excise Commissioner Scul- 


lin. The State liquor law prohibits 
breweries from having any inter- 
est in saloons. 

Alvin J. Buckel, 2959 Walton road, 
St. Louis County, plaintiff in the 
divorce suit, made the assertion, 
saying he owned a saloon at 816% 
North Granc boulevard, but did not 
operate it, and that he had a half 
interest in a saloon at 2900 Chou- 
teau avenue. The Blatz Brewing Co. 
of Milwaukee held a mortgage on 
the fixtures of the Grand boulevard 
place and supplied the funds for the 
license there, while the A. B. C. 
Brewing Corporation furnished the 
money for the Chouteau avenue li- 
cense, he testified. 

Commissioner Scullin has sent 
for a transcript of Buckel’s testi- 
mony and has requested Buckel to 
see him at his office. He also has 
taken under consideration the ques- 
tion of Buckel’s residence. 

“I am loath to believe a brewery 
would do this, knowing it would 
violate the law,” said Scullin, com- 
menting on Buckel’s testimony. “I 
am going to find out about it. This 
very practice was what helped bring 
about prohibition.” 

Officers of the A. B. C. Brewing 
Corporation declared today that 
their company had not furnished 
money for a license for Buckel or 
anyone else. 

Licenses for the two saloons were 
issued to Buckel June 1, according 
to records of the Excise Commis- 
sioner’s office. Buckel then gave 
his address as 720 Clarendon ave- 
nue, in the city. He declared under 
oath, in the applications, that he 
owned the fixtures and was indebt- 
ed to no one for money or property 
to be used in the businesses, His 
applications showed that Charles 
Colombini, 1129 North Grand, had 
a part interest in the saloon on 
Grand boulevard and that James 
Hogan, 3865 De Tonty street, had 
a part interest in the Chouteau ave- 
nue place. 

The State liquor law * provides 
that a person granted a license to 
sell liquor must be a qualified vot- 
er and taxpaying citizen of the city 
in which the license is sought. It 
does not provide that he must 
continue to reside in the city after 
obtaining the license. It declares 
that brewers and others in the 
liquor producing and manufactur- 
ing business and their employes 
and agents may not have any in- 
terest in the retail liquor business, 


and may not lend, give or furnish: 


money or equipment.

“We plead for a message from 
Mrs. Stoll tonight,” was the message 
Thursday. 

“We are awaiting fulfillment of 
promises,” was broadcast Friday. 

““Not having received any word 
from Alice, we fear that she may 
have been abandoned—we have com- 
plied with everything requested,” 
the kidnaper was reminded Satur- 
day. 

Sunday and Monday went by 
without further appeals of this 
kind by radio. 


“Only Want Alice Back.” 


“We don’t want the kidnaper 
caught. We're not interested in 
that. We only want Alice back and 


we're still hopeful she will be re- 
turned to us safely,” Stoll, the 
husband, told the Associated Press 
in an interview today. 

Stoll appeared hopeful that his 
wife would be returned safely. He 
said he personally had answered all 
telephone calls to the home since 
the day of the abduction, in the 
hope a contact could be made with 
the kidnaper. 

Explaining that no one was al- 
lowed on the premises, Stoll said 
“we are trying to keep the place ab- 
solutely isolated so the kidnaper 
will not think we are trying to trap 
him.” 

“There have been several cities 
which are possible contact points,” 
Stoll began in the course of the 
conversation, but he turned from 
that remark. 

“Isn’t it true that you feel more 
confident now than you were  be- 


fore the case began?” the inter- 
viewer asked. He countered with 
a smile and the remark: “I shaved 


this morning for the first time in 
five days.”

Offers to Answer Questions. 
Lindbergh replied that he had no 
prepared statement, but that she 
would be glad to answer questions 
on “any particular subject that I 
might have knowledge of.” 
Commander Jerome Hunsaker, 
retired, an expert on lighter-than- 
air craft, then took up the question- 
ing. 
The belief that regular trans- 
oceanic flights are “not far away’ 
was expressed by Lindbergh. He 
said he thought flying boats should 
be used at the start because of 
economy but “primarily because of 
safety.” 
Lindbergh explained that the fly- 
ing boats in case of forced landing 
could descend without damage to 
the ships or to the personnel. He 
added that would give a tremendous 


psychological boost to the under- 
taking. 
Thinks Subsidies Needed. 


Lindbergh told the commission he 
thought Government subsidies to 
air lines would be necessary for a 
few years longer but that the major 
transport lines ought within a rea- 
sonable time be self supporting. 
Smaller lines, however, he added 
would require Government aid for 
a longer period. 

“There must be some Govern- 
ment regulation of air transport 
lines—at least to the extent* that 
any line carrying particularly pas- 
sengers, but operating as a trans- 
port line, should meet certain re- 
quirements as to efficiency and per- 
sonnel,” Lindbergh said. 

He added that the regulation 
should be “the minimum consistent 
with efficiency.” 

For Permanent Commissions. 
“I believe,” he said, “there should 
be a permanent aviation commis- 
sion or some similar body complete- 
ly independent of any other for 
of transportation.” ° 
Lindbergh explained that he be- 
lieved aviation would be better fos- 
tered if it was not regulated by 
“the same body regulating the rail- 
roads.” 

His declaration that the system 
set up by Brown, with three trans- 
continental lines separately owned 
and operated, with competition 
eliminated on smaller routes, was 
preferable to any other came aft- 
er his statement that “there should 
be competition.” 

Lindbergh said regulation of com- 
petition was “much more _ funda- 
mental than the problem of air 
transport,” and asserted that “too 
much competition under wrong con- 
ditions might retard the develop- 
ment of aviation.” 

Lindbergh, after explaining that 
the same policies governing execu- 
tives in other industries should ap- 
ply to aviation, said that the men 
on the “blacklist” constituted “some 
of our oldest and some of our 
ablest leaders.” 

“The men in the industry don’t 
know what their status is today,” 
he said. 

“The charges should be brought 
and carried through to the proper 
courts. If not, they shrould be 
cleared,” he said. 

Use of Parachutes. 

Asked about the use of para- 
chutes, Lindbergh said they were 
not generally being employed on 
passenger ships “and I do not be- 
lieve they would increase the safe- 
ty of passenger travel.” 

He explained that studies had 
been made of all the major acci- 
dents and it was found that para- 
chutes would not have saved any 
lives. 

Accidents happen so quickly, he 
added, that those unfamiliar with 
the use of parachutes do not find 
them of any service. : 
“Their use on transports,” he 
said, “would increase the hazard 
through improper use.” 

Lindbergh said he believed “we 
could inaugurate a transoceanic 
mail route within a few months’ 
time.” 

The planes now being built could 
be used for that service, he added. 
At the start he said, daily sched- 
ules should not be attempted but 
that should be left for future prog- 
ress.

Bondholders’ Committee Pro- 
poses Buying All Assets, 
Ending Receivership. 


A plan for terminating the re- 
ceivership of St. Louis Joint Stock 
Land Bank and completing liquida- 
tion of assets of the bank through 
a trustee and a corporation to be 
formed by the Bondholders’ Protec- 
tive Committee was announced to- 
day by the committee. 

The plan contemplates that the 
committee will buy all assets of the 
bank at a foreclosure sale, paying 
the purchase price out of amounts 
distributable to the committee by 
the receiver as liquidating divi- 
dends. 

An upset price would be fixed by 
the Land Bank Commissioner, and 
bondholders not joining the com- 
mittee would receive distributive 
shares of the purchase price in 
cash from the receiver. They 
would then have no further inter- 
est in assets of the bank. The 
plan is to become effective when 
approved by holders of 90 per cent 
of the outstanding bonds, or a 
lesser percenta;e, if approved by 
the Land Bank Co@fmissioner. The 
committee now has obtained de 
posit of about 77 per cent of the 
$18,134,500 of outstanding bonds. 

Cash and Government bonds in- 
eluded in assets of the bank to be 
acquired by the committee would 
be distributed to depositing bond- 
holders after deductions for the ex- 
penses of the committee and the ex- 
pense of seting up a liquidating 
corporation. Federal Farm Mort- 
gage Bonds to be acquired would 
be assigned to a trustee, to pre- 
serve their exemption from taxa- 
tion, and the proceeds distributed 
ratably among depositing bondhold- 
ers as these are liquidated. All 
other assets, including real estate 
and mortgage loans, would be as- 
signed to the liquidating corpora- 
tion, stock of which will be dis- 
tributed pro rata among depositing 
bondholders. 

Included in the pamphlets an 
nouncing the plan is a statement 
of the bank’s condition as of Aug. 
31. This shows mortgage loans, ex- 
clusive of those in foreclosure to- 
taling $8,385,586, although $5,340,825 
of these are in default. In addition 
there are $1,002,458 of loans in fore- 
closure. Purchase money mortgages 
and contracts total $1,464,652, some 
of which are in foreclosure. ‘The 
receiver has $1,436,760 in cash and 
$605,600 in Government securities. 
Real estate owned is carried at $3,- 
056,122, and Sheriff’s certificates 
and judgments subject to redemp- 
tion, $793,698. 

Total book value of assets is $16,- 
845,520. Aside from the $18,134,500 
of bonds, and accrued interest, the 
only substantial liability is $118, 
910 in trust accounts.

Unless a Federal old-age pension 
law is passed, “we might as well re- 
vert to savagery and kill and eat 
our aged as to make their declin- 
ing years a mockery and shame,” 
Judge Harry S. Truman, Demo- 
cratic candidate for United States 
Senator, said in an address at St.

They should be allowed 
to live as other people live, to keep 
their few household goods and 
maintain their decency and self- 
respect.

Concerning the section of the 
canon on the remarriage of di- 
vorced persons, under which a dio- 
cesan court is provided to pass on 
the church legality of civil di- 
vorces, the commission said: 
“In the adoption of the present 
canon, the church acted distinctly 
in favor of giving the blessing of 
the church to many divorced per- 
sons who have been remarried. 
“It is to be noted that when the 
Bishop or the Court has favorably 
recognized their communicant 
status or their right to apply for 
holy baptism or confirmation, a 
minister of this church may at his 
discretion bless the parties to the 
union. It is doubtful whether the 
church as a whole has begun to 
comprehend the significance of this 
change in the canon. It embodies 
the growing conviction that it is 
essential to distinguish between le- 
gal marriage and ecclesiastical mar- 
riage, which is but the blessing of 
a legal union. 

For Further Trial of Rule. 
“This section certainly should 
have much further trial before it 
is amended. Naturally, it must be 
unsatisfactory to those who be- 
lieve that any blessing by the 
church implies the condoning of 
adultery, nor is it satisfactory to 
those who feel that ministers of 
this church should hayve a larger 
right, not merely to bless a mar- 
riage, but as clergymen to act as 
|officers of both state and church. 
“We think that the outstanding 
‘value of the present canon lies in 


its emphasis on education for mar- 
|'riage—biological, -moral, economic 
‘and spiritual. The Western church 
‘has worked under the present re- 
\strictive canon for centuries, but 
/nevertheless the divorce rate con- 
.tinues to increase all over the 
| world. 

“The educational attitude is so 
now that we cannot look yet for 
but experience seems to 
make it clear that all hope of prog- 
ress in our Civilization lies along 
educative lines. 

“Our eighteenth amendment and 
the carnage by automobiles afford 
abundant evidence that laws are 
impotent unless based on public 
opinion.” 

The commission, of which the Rt. 
Rev. Herman Page, Bishop of Mich- 
igan, is chairman, includes Bishop 
Matthews, George W. Wickersham 
of New York, former chairman of 
the Wickersham Commission. 

Report on Church Name. 

A change in the church’s name 
was reported favorably by the com- 
mittee on changes in the constitu- 
tion before the house of deputies. 
The proposal would eliminate the 
word “protestant” by making the 
official title “the Episcopal Church 
in the United States of America.” 

A resolution which would com- 
mit the convention to approval of 
broader lav’s on the distribution of 
birth control information was of- 
fered by the Rt. Rev. A. Arthur 
Huston, Bishop of Olympia, Wash., 
before the House of Bishops. Ac- 
tion was deferred. 

The House of Bishops voted to 
send its greetings to President 
Roosevelt, b . one Bishop, the Rt. 
Rev. Paul Matthews of New Jersey, 
objected: 

“Do I understand the wording of 
the greetings to refer to the Presi- 
dent as a ‘loyal and faithful com- 
municant of the church?’” Bishop 
Matthews asked, and being assured 
that it did, added: “Then I object.” 
Bishop Matthews made no explan- 
ation of his objection at the meet- 
ing, but later declared he did not 
object to the description of the 
President as a “loyal and faithful 
communicant,” but felt there was 
no necessity for including the words 
in the resolution. 

“It simply seems silly to me to 
word the resolution that way,” he

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(DEAN LOEB SAYS. 
GOVERNMENT NEED 
S MODERNIZATION 


Tells City Managers Large 
Part of Public Business Is 
Carried on by 18th Cen- 
tury Methods. 


Modernization is needed in all 
branches of American government, 
Dean Isidor Loeb of the school _ of | 
business administration at Wash- 
ington University, said in a speech 
today at a luncheon of the Inter- 
national City Managers’ Associa- 
tion at Hotel Statler. 

The three-day conference of the 
association opened yesterday and 
will continue through tomorrow 
night. 

A vast expansion of governmenta- 
al activities necessarily affects the 
| governmental organization that is 


_meeded for the exercise of such 
functions,’ said Dean oLeb. “Pri- 
vate business and industry were 
confronted with similar problems 
-and economic organization has 
| been subjected td revolutionary 
| changes. 


_ “When we turn from private to 
| public business we find a far dif- 
ferent situation. Governments 
have not been able to escape the 
|/modern influences that have pro- 
| duced large scale operations and 
complicated mechanisms and func- 
tions. It is still true, however, that 
|a large part of our government- 
al business continues to be operated 
| with the obsolete organization and 
antiquated methods of the 
Eighteenth Century. 
“While public interest and wel- 
fare distinguish governmental from 
private business organizations there 
is no difference between them in 
the fundamental matter of honest, 
ecoomical and efficient administra- 
tion. County and other rural gov- 
ernments need reorganization of 
their areas to correspond with 
modern transportation and com- 
communication and business meth- 
ods\must be substituted for’ the 
antiquated machinery of an earlier 
period.” 
Mayor Hoan’s Speech. 
At a dinner last. night, Daniel W. 
Hoan, Socialist Mayor of Milwau- 
kee, reviewed some of the policies, 
campaign methods, and administra- 
tive measures developed in his 20 
years as chief executive of the 
Wisconsin metropolis. 
Hoan, hoarse from recent munici- 
pal campaigning, said that perhaps 
the most important attribute of suc- 
cess in city administration lay in an 
understanding of economic trends 
and changes. 
“A knowledge of economic trends 
'and changes is indispensable to a 
200d administrator,” he said. “No 
man can be a good administrator 
without it. Every event and every 
phenomenon in our history can be 
;explained by economic change. 
“Some of.-my measures in Mil- 
waukee were thought radical at 
ifirst, but I defy any of my asso- 
| ciates in the city administration to 
put his finger on anything that I 
have recommended that was im- 
‘practical. That is one reason why 
they can’t get rid of me up there. 
Opposes Sweeping Budget Cuts. 
“You city managers should study 
economic changes. Lack of knowl- 
edge of this subject was responsi- 
ble for the craze of efficiency which 
in the last few years has resulted 
in sweeping reductions in budgets. 
I do not see how such reductions 
can help. When you reduce the 
budget and cut men off payrolls 
you are simply adding those men 
and their dependents to relief rolls. 
- “T have never been in sympathy 
with such reductions. It reminds 
me of the farmer who wanted to 
make use of a pile of sawdust and 
mixed it with his chicken bran. 
Each day he fed his chickens a 
little more sawdust and a little less 
bran, until finally he was feeding 
them all sawdust. What happened? 
One of the hens finally hatched 12 
chickens—11 had wooden legs and 
the other was a croquet ball. If 
we pursue the policy of cutting 
down budgets we are apt to develop 
wooden heads or wooden legs or 
something of that sort.

Hoan told in detail how he had 
built up the organization of sup- 
porters in Milwaukee which has 
kept him in office since before the 
World War.

Comments on St. Louis. 

Among the more than 100 dele- 
gates to the conference are Prof.

“St. Louis housing could be trans- 
formed quickly,” said Prof. Merriam.

‘Legislators’ Association Head 
Discusses State and Fed- 
eral Levies. 


The tax problem, with its grow- 
ing conflicts between the taxing 
powers of the Federal and State 
Governments, is one of the most 
important matters before State 
Legislatures. according to Henry 
W. Toll, executive director of the 
American Legislators’ Association. 
Toll, a former Colorado State Sen- 
ator, is here for the convention of 
the International City Managers’ 
Association, and for conferences 
with St. Louis members of the State 


Legislature. 
He explained in an interview that 
the American Legsilators’ Associa- 
tion, with offices in Chicago, served 
as a research organization and a 
clearing house through which any 
member of a State Legislature or 
General Assembly could obtain in- 
formation for use in preparation of 
bills for determination of policy. 
Legislatures of several states have 
made appropriations toward its 
maintenance. 

Duplicated Taxation. 
“The principal purpose of our as- 
sociation,” he said, “is to try to 
harmonize and co-ordinate the leg- 
islative enactments of our various 
states and the Federal Government. 
Government expenditures have in- 
creased so greatly in recent years 
that almost every taxing authority 
is looking for new sources of rev- 
enue. \ 
“This is particularly true of the 
Federal Government whose expen- 
ditures have grown so greatly. It 
leads to much duplication in taxa- 
tion. Perhaps the most glaring ex- 
ample is the gasoline tax. For years 
most of the states have been im- 


way revenue, and now the Federal 


should have been reserved for the 
states. 
Income and Sales Taxes. 

“There are many other examples 
of duplication in taxation. For in- 
stance, many of the states have an 
income tax in addition to the Fed- 
eral income tax. It appears now 
that most of the states will enact 
sales taxes and the Federal Gov- 
ernment also is considering such a 
tax. Numerous commodities, such 
as tobacco and liquors, are taxed by 
several government agencies—Fed- 
eral, state and municipal. 

“We would like to bring about an 
understanding that would recog- 
nize certain fields of taxation as 
belonging exclusively to states and 
other fields as belonging to the 
' Federal Government, so as to avoid 
/undue burdens on taxpayers. Where 
taxation overlaps, we think there 
| should be standards of uniformity 
set up that would avoid confusion 
and discrimination.”

SLAIN KING'S BODY 
LIES IN STATE IN 
YUGOSLAV CAPITAL 


Thousands of Persons 
Stand in Rain to Pay Tri- 
bute to Alexander at Bel- 
grade Palace. 


By the Associated Press. 
BELGRADE, Oct. 16—In the 


marble hall of the royal palace, 
where King Alexander Obrenovitch 
and his Queen Draga were murder- 
ed and thrown from a window in 
1903, Alexander I lay in state today. 

At the head of his body, priests 
chanted prayers in the dim light. 
On the lid of his casket were his 
golden crown and his sword. 

Thousands of Yugoslavs with 
bowed heads filed past the great 
bronze sarcophagus. 

The lines of people waiting to pay 
homage to their King extended for 
miles. Many of them carried flow- 
ers, lighted candles, rosaries and 
prayer: books. 

A heavy, cold -aist of the morn- 
ing later turned to a fine rain driv- 
en by a cold, biting wind, wetting 
and chilling the thousands of 
mourners. 

Sentinels on Guard. 

The body rested on a high glass 
catafalque, banked with flowers and 
illuminated by candles. All night 
and throughout the day, honorary 
sentinels stood on guard beside 
their murdered King. 

The new King, young Peter IT, his 
mother, Queen Marie, and her moth- 
er, the Dowager Queen Marie of Ru- 
mania, were the first to enter the 
King’s palace this morning. The 
widowed Queen looked as though she 
were on the point of collapse. 
After praying with tears running 
down their faces, the three returned 
to Peter’s new castle on the heights 
beside the Danube where Peter 
walked out on a balcony to look out 
at the capital of his kingdom. 
After the members of the royal 
family left the death chamber, the 
members of the regency, including 
Prince Paul, the members of the 
Cabinet, and high dignitaries in the 
state, the church and civil life filed 
past Alexander’s coffin. Each made 
the sign of the cross and offered 
brief prayer as he passed. 

The Duke of Kent, fourth son of 
King George of England, and his 
fiancee, Princess Marina of Greece, 
arrived today for the funeral. They 
departed immediately for Dedinje to 
visit the boy King and his widowed 
mother. 2 

Body Arrives From Split. 
Alexander's body, which arrived 
from ‘Split shortly after last mid- 
night, will lie in state until the 
funeral service Thursday.

TO BELGRADE FOR FUNERAL 


Newspapers in Rumania Forbidden 
to Announce King’s First Absence 
Since He Took Throne. 

By the Associated Press. 

BUCHAREST, Oct. 16.—King 
Carol is on his way to Belgrade to- 
day to attend the funeral of his 
brother-in-law, King Alexander of 
Yugoslavia, but his subjects, with a 
few exceptions, do not know it. By 
Government order, newspapers were 
forbidden to mention the King’s ab- 
sence.

The question of a Federal incorporation law in 
place of the various and widely differing state 
statutes in this field has come to the fore again. 

A few days ago, Senator Borah advocated the en- 
actment of such a law by Congress as a means of 
protecting investors and as an aid in preventing the 
concentration of wealth in too few hands. The final 
chapter of the Senate Banking and Currency Com- 
mittee’s report on its investigation into the prac- 
tices of the American financial world urges legisla- 
tion of the same character. The committee’s report 
proposes a national incorporation law. to restrain 
holding companies and investment trusts from du- 
bious practices.

The Wolf Cry of “Liberty.”

In connection with the pronouncements 
of the Liberty League, I should like here 
to reproduce a set of principles in the 
same vein, referred to by Walter Rausch- 
enbusch in “Christianizing the Social Or- 
der,” published so long ago as 1912.

Rauschenbusch quoted these principles, 
as declared by the American Liberty 
and Property Association and signed “by 
a number of individuals and corporations 
for whom I have the highest respect.” 
The principles are: 

1. As the preper function of govern- 
ment is to maintain equal liberty, we are 
opposed to all class legislation, whether 
directed against the rights of individuals 
or of corporations, . 

2. Every man has a right to labor at 
whatever useful occupation he chooses, 
and is entitled to all he earns by proper 
mental or physical exertion. 

3. It is not the duty of the Government 
to save men from the results of their own 
improvidence, or to make them virtuous 
by law. 

4. Our system of taxation should not 
discourage the accumulation of capital 
by taxing the results of superior ability, 
industry or thrift. 

5. The best results to the community 
are attained under such open competition 
and personal liberty as does not interfere 
with the equal liberty of others. 

To one of a new generation, whose teeth 
have been set on edge because our fathers 
partook of such grapes ag the above, 
there is bitter irony in thf present at- 
tempt to propagandize us with the same 
delusive doctrine of “liberty.” The pub- 


and all of their kind ignore and pointedly 
evade the fact that, for the mass of men, 
the “rights” of life, liberty and pursuit 
of happiness are largely fictitious so long 
as economic injustice and insecurity ob- 
tain. However painNl the experiments 
of the Roosevelt administration may be, 
it is at least trying to give us jobs, and 
the burden of proof will continue to rest 
on those gentlemen who got us into this 
mess. A thoroughly disillusioned gener- 
ation is not going to be carried away by 
any wolf cry of an academic “liberty.”

Carinthian Travelogue, 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
N a recent letter column, a corre- 

spondent takes issue with American 
dailies that Latinize many of the distine- 
tive Germanic names of Europe. He 
seems to have failed in locating that di- 
vision of Austria proper which is known 
to the traveler as Carinthia. This politi- 
cal division of Austria lies secluded in the 
wonderful plateau surrounded on all sides 
by great mountain ranges. 

The entire country presents a picture of 
great and wild confusion, of irregular 
mountains culminating in rugged peaks 
whitened by the snows of centuries, down 
whose naked and precipitous sides gia- 
ciers move to the rivers and valleys be- 
low. The Drave River skirts its southern 
boundary. Its largest city has a distinc- 
tive Germanic name, Klagenfurt. 

Carinthia was added to Austria in about 
1286, by the Dukes of the Hapsburg line. 
Duke Rudolph IV founded the University 
of Wien (Latinized Vienna). In territorial 
extent, Carinthia is very smali, less than 
5000 square miles. It was occupied by the 
Romans as far back as the time of Augus- 
tus, and roads and bridges were built by 
his soldiers. Many of the stories of Gang- 
hofer are laid in this rugged country. 
Salzburg was called Juvavum by the 
Romans. 

The good old city of Trier, whose 
changed name your correspondent de- 
plores, is frequently called Treves; the 
name was long ago Latinized and in ec- 
clesiastica] lore is knowpr as Trevirensis,

The demand for a national corporations law arose 

from what A. A. Berle Jr. and Gardiner C. Means 
of Columbia University, authors of “The Modern Cor- 
poration and Private Property,” have described as 
the slow abdication by the states of control over 
corporations in the last century. Some few states 
had sought to exert proper control over corpora- 
tions. Others treated the matter with more or less 
indifference. Still others, for the sake of revenue 
to be derived thereby, frankly made a bid for the 
establishment of corporations; under their statutes. 
Naturally, the broad corporate powers granted by the 
“corporation-mongers,” as these states came to he 
called, attracted those promoters who had little or 
no concern for the safety of the rapidly increasing 
amount of “other people’s money,” to use Justice 
Brandeis’ fine phrase, entrusted to their care. 
Tlie wide-open statutes enacted by such states as 
New Jersey led the late Frederick W. Lehmann of 
St. Louis, Solicitor-General of the Taft administra- 
tion, to take up the cause of a national corporations 
law a quarter-century ago. Championing the idea 
before the Bankers’ Club of Chicago, in 1910, he said 
that the national Government, having the power to 
deal with the corporation, should do so. “The states 
neither can nor will.” 


One state requires honest capitalization (he 
said); another leaves it to the directors to fix 
what value they please upon the property for 
which they issue their stock. Mississippi limits 
the capital of an industrial corporation to $2,- 
000,000; Missouri permits $50,000,000 and Mon- 
tana imposes no limit whatever. Mississippi pro- 
hibits any corporation from holding the shares 
of another. Missouri permits it to some com- 
panies and Montana to all. However clear the 
final interest of every state to adopt the safe 
system, the immediate interest of some state will 
appear otherwise. 


Changes which may have come with the passing 
of 24 years in the corporations statutes of the three 
states which Mr. Lehmann cited to the Chicago 
bankers will affect his illustration only in its par- 
ticulars. Generally speaking, the situation is still 
the same, and the names of the “corporation-monger” 
states of the present can be cited as proof. It is 
just as true today as it was then that a foreign cor- 
poration can do business with the people of a state 
without that state’s consent. Indeed, the evil which 
aroused Mr. Lehmann is the graver now because of 
the immense growth in corporate wealth and power 
in recent years. 

The argument against a national corporations law 
brought out by those who oppose such Control was 
effectively answered by Mr. Lehmann. We quote 
again from his address before the Chicago bankers: 


It is absurd to say that one state may be safely 
trusted to charter corporations with power to 
conduct business throughout the entire country 
and with investors in every state of the Union 
but that the United States cannot be trusted 
with like power. In either case, the power may 
be abused, but how much more probable is such 
abuse when the power is exercised by a part 
over the whole with reference to the special bene- 
fit of the part, than when it is exercised by the 
whole, equally over, equally for the benefit of 
every part. 


The problem of preventing the domination of the 
state by the corporation challenges the best think- 
ing in the United States today. We have no way 
of knowing how much good could be accomplished 
by the enactment of a corporations law by Congress, 
but even a brief survey of the presemy chaotic situa- 
tion bears out the view that such a law would be a 
long step in the right direction. ‘With leaders in 
the upper chamber of Congress joining hands in 
favor of such a law, we can expect to hear much 
more about it in the near future.

ARCHEOLOGICAL NOTE. 

We should like to take time out, during the cur- 
rent revelations of primary election scandals in St. 
Louis, to show that the disclosures were made pos- 
sible by a campaign conducted in 1921 by the Mis- 
souri Women’s Legislative Committee: This com- 
mittee was composed of representatives of the Mis- 
souri League of Women Voters, the Missouri Fed- 
eration of Women’s Clubs, the Women’s State Bar 
Association and other women’s organizations, who 
felt that the extension of suffrage to women, which 
had just been granted, called for the performance of 
a conspicuous public service. They hit upon the 1909 
primary election law as offering the opportunity and 
employed Joseph M. Jamison, St. Louis attorney, to 
draft certain amendments to it, which have proved to 
be of great value. 

One of these amendments authorized the courts to 
compel the production of ballots cast in primary 
elections for use in evidence in criminal prosecu- 
tions against officials and others charged with fraud. 
Another provided that courts may compel the pro- 
duction of primary ballots for examination and in- 
spection by grand jurors. Under the first, it became 
possible, in the election contests now proceeding, to 
open the ballot boxes and recount the votes. Under 
the second, the present grand jury may check the 
sweeping charges of registration irregularities re- 
cently made by the Non-Partisan Honest Election 
Committee.

We engage in this bit of archeology, not only to 
award a well-deserved palm, but to show the benefit 
to the public that follows from vigilant attention of 
citizens to the details of government. 
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RAYMOND POINCARE. 

France has lost one of her most useful public men, 
a great patriot and a wise leader, in the death of 
Raymond Poincare. He had given almost a half- 
céntury of his 74 years to serving his country, and 
Ynis keenly logical mind had helped France through 
several of the most dangerous crises in her modern 
history. At times, his own people turned against 
him: on other occasions, world opinion dissented 
severely from his policies, but he pressed implacably 
ahead. The French Parliament, in formal tribute, 
declared he had “deserved well of the fatherland,” a 
verdict that stands in France today and may be 
broadened to include the world. 

Always a fervent nationalist, Poincare yet sought, 
according to his lights, to maintain peace. As Pre- 
mier and Foreign Minister, before the World War, he 
saw the gathering clouds, and moved to insure his 
country’s safety by increasing its military strength 
and its foreign alliances, while maintaining friendly 
relations with rival Powers. Critics have accused 
him of helping foster the fatal arming of Europe 
and the network of intrigue, yet his work in smooth- 
ing several pre-war crises attests the sincerity of 
his peaceful intentions. In late July, 1914, he vainly 
sought a firm declaration from England against the 
Central Powers that might again have postponed, 
though it probably could not have averted, the 
World War. 

As President, and notably in war days, Poincare 
was never the traditional figurehead. He pressed the 
conflict with unfaltering courage, through dark days 
when France’s spirit wavered. Bolstering the morale 
of soldiers and citizens, he put aside personal ani- 
mosity to place in power Clemenceau, “the Father of 
Victory.” After the war, when he was again Pre- 
mier, Poincare ordered the Ruhr invasion, which 
Germany met by a disconcerting passive resistance. 
The move was widely criticised, but it was dictated 
by Poincare’s stern determination, his resolve to 
make the recent military enemy live up to the letter 
of the treaty. He served France to better advantage 
in 1926, when he pitted his resourceful mind against 
the economic enemy and “saved” the franc. It was 
a successful stabilization effort in a period verging 
on chaos, and it alone would assure the undying 
gratitude of his country. 

Poincare typified the best and less spectacular side 
of the French character and intellect. His coldly 
logical personality aroused no such enthusiasm as 
did the firebrands, but his recoPd of accomplishment 
will endure. Perhaps he inspired little love as a 
popular leader, but, even in temporary eclipse, he 
was respected. Grief comes to France a second time 
within less than a week, for the last of her great 
war figures has departed soon after the assassination 
of a still active collaborator and successor, Louis 
Barthou. 
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A PROMISING LEAD. 

Scores of bombings have occurred in St. Louis and 
St. Louis County in the past few years without a sin- 
gle arrest.

SPECIAL PRIVILEGE A CRIME. 

Senator Borah continues on his Idaho tour. Brief 
reports appear in the news columns from time to 
time of speeches made in obscure places. The other 
day Nampa was the date-line. _Nampa, Idaho—as 
vague to most of us as that shabby Iberian village 
which Caesar put forever into legend. 

It will hardly be disputed that Mr. Borah is the 
first man in any Idaho community. In point of in- 
tellectual independence he is, perhaps, second to 
nene anywhere. The Idaho circuit is of his own 
choosing. The Republican National Committee would 
gladly and gratefully arrange for him, in theatrical 
parlance, the “big-time” itinerary. The complimen- 
tary overture has been declined: 

At Nampa, Mr. Borah, pursuihg his present quar- 
ry, monopoly, stressed as a consequence the concen- 
tration of wealth in a few hands. Those immense 
fortunes, which he pronounced as wholly evil, were 
mostly acquired, he said, through advantages given 
by- the law. In his calculation, he allowed 10 per 
cent to business genius, the remainder to special 
privilege. Those inequitable laws and policies he 
charged impartially to both of the major parties. 
His arraignment of such vast wealth, blighting the 
possessors and pauperizing the dispossessed, was 
sweepingly severe. 3 

In far different circumstances, a prophecy has re 
cently been ventured into which may be read affir- 
mation of Mr. Borah’s sentiments. The place was 
Williamstown, Mass., the occasion the induction of 
Dr. Tyler Dennett into the presidency of Williams 
College. Dr. Dennett’s inaugural address was, of 
course, marked by the clarity, vitality and felicity 
to be expected from. so distinguished a man of let- 
ters. It was a message, we feel sure, the student 
body was yearning to hear. The striking expression,

The college of course mugt comply with the 

rules of law and simple honesty; but in its re- 
lations with students, with-instructors and with 
the public generally, it must go beyond that in 
the maintenance of standards of humane busi- 
hess practice. Students passing through an edu- 
cational institution which violates the code of 
generous, humane practice will be ill prepared 
to take up citizenship ina world where, whether 
you like it or. not, the possession of special priv- 
ilege is more and more going to be regarded 
as a crime. 
Reassuring words. Sufficient to convince its young 
and aging sons that the destiny of that old college 
has been placed in trustworthy and capable hands. 
One can imagine the tall and stately elms nodding 
approval. There are those who know that the im 
mortals of Williams—Hopkins, Bascom, Perry—must 
have joined in the applause.

‘‘We Must Scrap the Grade Crossing!”’

Every six hours a motorist is killed at one of our 240,000 grade crossings, and toll 


will be greater with use of high-speed trains; huge cost of separating grades 
delays remedy, however; writer urges closing many little-used roads and streets; 
thinks railroads then will aid, and job can be finished as a “great PWA project.”

ILLIONS of words have been written 
M protesting the existence of grade cross- 

ings. It is only reasonable that such 
vehement and_ sustained condemnation 
should bring a certain amount of correc- 
tion. Nevertheless, there are still in this 
country 240,000 level crossings, every one 
a potential death trap. 

The railroads have hitherto had no great 
reason to be interested, for they must set 
aside the human angle and figure in cold 
dollars and cents. The damage a farmer 
and his team may inflict on a locomotive 
is negligible; but the damage a grade sepa- 
ration can do to a railroad’s pocketbook is 
an item that brings shrill protests from the 
wealthiest lines. 

It happens that there has never been a 
time when the chances for successful action 
were greater. A number of factors, none 
of which existed until a short time ago, 
make it seem possible that the grade cross- 
ing is at last on its way out. 

In the first place, the railroads, once so 
secure from damage in crossing accidents, 
must now take an increasing interest in this 
danger of the grade crossing. Until this 
year, the advantage at the crossing was 
overwhelmingly in favor of the locomotive. 
In 1932, for example, when 1310 motorists 
died on grade crossings, only two trainmen 
were killed at the same time. 


But with the development of the new 
high-speed trains, this advantage is going 
to dwindle sharply. It is one thing to race 
into a two-ton automobile with a 300-ton 
locomotive, backed by as many as a dozen 
80-ton coaches, and quite another to do the 
job with 85 tons, the approximate weight of 
the new speed trains, complete. Moreover, 
the automotive equipment now using our 
highways is increasing in weight. Some of 
the huge trucks, with their broods of trail- 
ers, run up to 10 or 12 tons. Such an 
apparatus is quite a foeman for a standard 
train running at 40 or 50 miles an hour; 
for the light speed trains traveling around 
80 or even 90, it is a real threat. 

For that reason, railroads are more re- 
ceptive to a grade-crossing program than 
ever before, even if they are not financial]- 
ly capable of instituting such a program. 

Estimates of the cost of eliminating all 
grade crossings run from 20 to 30 billion 
dollars. As the St. Louis Post-Dispatch 
said in a recent editorial: “What a public 
works project that would be in the United 
States!” What a project, indeed, but what 
a fantastic expenditure. 

In the first place, it is extremely doubt- 
ful if a crossing-elimination program is 
worth that much. Even certain members 
of the National Safety Council, whose first 
and foremost thought is safety, are inclined 
to think not. In the second place, the Unit- 
ed States could, with a little intelligence 
and some unselfishness, solve the greatest 
part of its grade-crossing problem at a frac-. 
tion of that figure. 

Much of the trouble would disappear by 
the simple expedient of eliminating a num- 
ber of the roads that now cross the tracks. 
This country needs not more but fewer 
roads. Our present highway system was 
created before an automobile was ever con- 


ceived, let alone manufactured. And much 
of our trouble may be laid directly to our 
endeavor to fit a horse-and-buggy highway 
plan to modern high-speed transportation. 

From Ohio west, the country is networked 
with “section roads,’ many of which cross 
railroad tracks. Section roads are a mile 
apart, and 30 years ago those who used 
them would have suffered a real inconven- 
ience if they had been shut off by the rail- 
road. But that situation does not exist to- 
day. There is no reason under the sun, ex- 
cept the selfishness of various individuals, 
why three-fourths of these section roads 
which. now cross the railroads should not 
end in a fence at the crossing. After all, if 
their users are forced to travel three miles 
to a railroad crossing, they will have con- 
sumed only five or six minutes, at the most, 
in their automobiles. 

The same situation exists in towns along 
the rights of way. One town of 10,000 sends 
12 streets across the main line of a great 
transcontinental railroad within two miles. 
Such a situation is absurd. Three or pos- 
sibly four crossings would adequately serve. 
This condition can be found in hundreds of. 
other towns and cities. 

These small, infrequently traveled roads 
are the real danger spots, both to the rail- 
road and to the motorist. Figures of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission tell the 
story. Of the 3453 grade-crossing accidents 
in 1932, 2252, or about 65 per cent, occurred 
at unprotected crossings. 

Coupled with a program of closures must 
go a program of protecting remaining cross- 
ings, through signals or gates or through 
overpasses or underpasses.

Obviously, the ideal solution is separation 
of rail from road, but such separations are 
costly. The most inexpensive overpass, 
built uhder the most favorable conditions, 
costs in the neighborhood of $25,000. Prob- 
ably we shall have to content ourselves 
with warning signals on secondary roads. 

Presumably the railroads, relieved of 
many of their crossings, will lend a sympa- 
thetic ear to absorbing part of the expense 
of protecting remaining crossings. And the 
separations may well be considered as a 
great PWA project. However, it will not 
be a project involving 20 billion dollars, but 
one that may be undertaken for a sum com- 
mensurate with the benefits gained. 

Such a program must come if we are to 
capitalize to the fullest extent upon our 
great highway system and our great rail- 
road system. Given such a program, the 
nation need no longer estimate that a mo- 
torist will die every six hours on a railroad 
crossing. And with it, the 150-mile-an-hour 
train racing across the country in 30 hours 
ceases to be the vision of a dreamer and 
becomes a possibility. 

We MUST scrap the grade crossings. 
They are an anachronism, in disharmony 
with our present system of transportation. 
No case can be made for them except on 
the basis of their cost of removal. And when 
that is removed—and it can be removed— 
their justification ceases. Here is a chal- 
lenge to public-spirited citizens looking for 
a cause. They will have difficulty finding 
another more worthy.

ALDERMEN TO TAKE UP 
AUDITORIUM DISPUTE 


Wrangle Over Using Opera 
House for Road Shows 
at a Standstill. 


The controversy over the use of 
the new Municipal Auditorium 
Opera House for the presentation 
of the regular run of theatrical 
shows has reached a standstill, at 
least until the meeting of the Board 
of Aldermen Friday. 

Alderman Waldman of the Twen- 
ty-eighth Ward, has said that he 
would introduce a bill condemning 
the leasing of the Opera House to 
the Ziegfeld Follies the week of 
Nov. 4 as unfair competition with 
private theatrical interests. 

Meanwhile Manager James E. 
Darst of the Auditorium said that 
the contract to the Follies has been 
let, the first payment has _ been 
made, and, added, “as far as I 


know they’re*coming here Nov. 
.* 
Managers and _ representatives 


from 12 theaters met yesterday at 
the Fox Theater and protested 
against the leasing. They _ said 
they would lodge a formal protest 
with the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment and, if necessary, 
take the legal action they could. 
Darst has said that the board 
heard the protest of Paul Beisman, 
manager of the American Theater, 
before the lease was granted but 
sanctiond the lease anyway. 

Darst said he had canvassed the 
use of municipal auditoriums in 
other cities and found that regular 
theatrical performances were given 
in them. As to the management of 
the Auditorium here, he said there 
were three alternatives: “Using it 
as they do in other cities and mak- 
ing it pay; closing it up altogether: 
or running it at a deficit of approxi- 
mately $150,000 a year.” 

“If the tax-payers really want a 
white elephant on their hands,” he 
said, “let them follow to a logical 
conclusion the claim of Alderman 
Waldman and others. If only pub- 
lic gatherings are permitted which 
do not compete with a private en- 
terprise, then the Auditorium’s 
doors must be closed to Grand Op- 
era, Symphony concerts, exposi- 
tions, lectures, and any event 
“given for private gain.” 
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“The time for the owners of | 


theatrical real estate to protest was 
several years ago when the Audi- 
torium was first proposed. If they 
did protest then, the people over- 
ruled them by a large vote and 


rightly so, because a municipal au- | 


ditorium had become a civic nec- 
essity. It brings business attrac- 
tions and visitors to a city that 
would not otherwise come. 
“In setting up a policy for 


the 


management, the Auditorium Com- | 


mission and the Board of Estimate 


decided. that the sane middle- 


-% 
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ground was to make as much use 
of the building as possible without 
unduly and unfairly competing with 
existing private business. If this 
course is followed there is a rea- 
sonable hope of making the opera- 
tion of the Auditorium self-sustain- 
ing; in other words, not making the 
tax payers carry an additional bur- 
den.” 

As to the specific booking of the 
Follies, Darst said that J. J. Shu- 
bert, producer of the Follies, told 
him that the Follies would not play 
here unless they could obtain the 
Auditorium. He said the low top 
price possible in the Auditorium 
would make it profitable for them 
to come here. 

Beisman, told of Darst’s state- 
ment, said that as far as he knew 
there “isn’t another large city 
where the municipal auditorium is 
used for regular theatrical shows. 
In places like Tulsa and Oklahoma 
City they are used for such pur- 
poses but these cities have no the- 
aters able to accommodate a big 
musical show.” 

Beisman said that in Cleveland 
the Shuberts themselves led a fight 
to keep musical shows out of the 
city auditorium. “The Shuberts are 
interested in the Hanna Theater 
there,” he said. The Shubert broth- 
ers have no interest in any St. Louis 
theater, but chey are hired to pro- 
duce the Municipal Opera shows 
here during the summer. 

Darst said that he had received 
letters from the Central Trades and 
Labor Union and from the Build- 
ing Trades Council indorsing the 
use of the Auditorium for theatrical 
shows.

WINTER COAT 


Fur Yokes Are Indicators of 
Smartness for the New Season 


By Sylvia Stiles 


F you want to determine the chic 
| of a winter coat get out a yard 

stick and measure the number of 
inches across the collar and the 
cuffs and the depth of a fur yoke. 
The number and the size of the 
darts at the waistline likewise will 
prove a fashion guide as well as the 
size of a shoulder cape. 


When you obtain the measure- 
ments of the collar and cuffs, re- 
member that small figures rather 
than large ones count. The oppo- 
site is true with other style factors. 
A collar that is only a few inches 
across and Has small points that 
stand up defiantly under the chin 
is a badge of smartness. The same 
is true of a cuff that is made of 
such a tiny scrap of fur it scarcely 
can be seen. 


But a coat that boasts of a cape 
collar must be generous in. the use 
of its fur. To meet with compiete 
fashion approval this cape should 
be sufficiently large to be draped in 
various ways. One day it may ap- 
pear as a rippling collar with the 
fullness bunched around the back 
of the neck and cascading toward 
the front. The next day it may 
swathe the shoulders with square, 
military precision. 

The yoke situation is as large if 
not larger than the cape. This 
holds good more emphatically when 
the collar is quite small because a 
deep yoke of Persian lamb or of 
beaver calls attention by contrast 
to the skimpiness of a collar. Oc- 
casionally the entire bodice is cov- 
ered with fur. More often points 
that extend down the front or the 
back expand over the shoulders into 
parts of sleeves. 

The other determining factor in 
the newness of a coat, that of 


waistline darts; may not, seem so 
significant but that is because some 
feminine figures don’t give it a 


chance. A certain silhouette which . 


features the fitted lines that. are

You can get an idea of the darted 
waistline from the coat sketched 
second from the left. In studying it 
you will decide that after all it is 
merely a dressed up reefer, and you 
won’t be far from wrong. St. Louis 
retailers have some stunning’ ex- 
amples in their newest collections 
and report that the last minute 
fashion showings in New York 
Herald this __ style, The coat 
sketched is double-breasted and has 
slanting flap pockets. The material 
is a jacquard woven brown wool 
and the fur trimming is_ sable 
dyed kolinsky. The cape collar is 
of the sort described above. It may 
be worn rippled or straight. Deep 
cuffs that accompany collar of this 
type are flared. 

The coat sketched at extreme left 
is typical of the ones that empha- 
size the “little collar vogue.”

HE human body is a machine 
which converts food into energy 
and tissue.
